Beef Cattle and Cana- 


dian Coarse Grains 


In the feeding and management of 
beef cattle, particularly in ‘times of 
low beef prices, one of the main ob- 
jectives is to make the maximum use 
of inexpensive home-grown feeds and 
pastures. 

Canadian grown barley,oats, wheat 
and corn are excellent feeds for beef 
‘cattle. Barley is probably the most 
important of these grains. It is wide- 
ly grown in Canada, is an excellent 
fattening feed and produces beef of 
a high quality with fat of a nice white 
colour. In feeding trials conducted 
both in Canada and the United States, 
barley has been shown to be practical- 
ly the equal of corn in the beef ration. 

‘Oats have a tendency to produce 


rapidly. This is due to the fact that 
they are higher in fibre, bulkier, and 
richer in protein than barley or corn. 
A combination of oats and barley is 
ideal for young cattle or for steers 
just starting on grain feed. At first 
the percentage. of the two. can be 
about equal’ but as the. steers ap- 
proach finish the proportion of bar- 
ley should be raised. 

Wheat is best when fed in a mix- 
ture. In fact a mixture of the grains, 
is bést at all times. Although wheat 

is usually too high in price to be econ- 
Lomleal its feeding value is as high as 
barley or corn and it can be fed up to 
| thirty-five percent of the grain ration. 
Although corn is produced only to 

a limited extent in Canada, it is good 
beef cattle feed and when available 
should be included in the ration. Many 
feeding experiments have indicated 
that a variety of grains and rough- 
ages produce’ the best results. The 
grain mixture should be supplement- 
j ed with protein feeds such as linseed 

oilmeal, ground flaxseed, etc., ‘when 
| the quality of hay is inferior. — 

Good pastures alone will carry all 
classes of beef cattle except those be- 

ing given a high degree of finish for 
market. It is advisable in finishing 
beef on pasture, to feed some grain 
if the cattle are of sufficiently good 
quality to warrant the extra cost.

Mr. Farmer: “How 
Is Your Seed?” 


_ That is the pertinent question ask- 
ed by F. M. MaclIsaac, Dominion: Ex- 
perimental Station, Scott, Sask. 

Over fifteen hundred samples of 
wheat taken from farmers’ wagon 
loads as hauled to country elevators 
have been tested for purity at the 
Dominion Experimental Station, Scott, 
during the past three years. Results 
reveal that twenty-five per cent of 
the samples were pure enough to be 
used as seed and that there was at 
last some good seed of suitable var- 
iety in most districts. 

An examination of the plots on 
which tests were’made discloséd some 
faets worthy of mention. To the farm- 
er, the nature of the contrast be- 


iety is very important in maintain- 
ing purity. This was amply dem- 
onstrated in the tests. Several con- 
scientious growers were surprised to 
hear of impurities in their grain, the 
chief reason being the failure of the 
farmer to récognize the difference be- 
tween the impurity and th main var- 
iety. It was found that the longer 
a variety was in commercial use the 
more impurities were present. About 
forty per cent of the samples con- 
tained admixtures of off types to the 
extent that they predominated. While 
the individual growing inferior seed 
could in many cases increase his re- 
turns by obtaining better seed, it is 
encouraging to note that the progeny 
of the seed distributed as registered 
stock, during the past few years, 
is of a good type and maintaining 
its purity well. 

Wheat is the principal export pro- 
duct of the prairie provinces and is 
Ee with keen competition in the 
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world markets, hence every grower 
should do his part in maintaining a 
high standard of quality. Since ad- 
mixture of inferior varieties. lower 
the quality of wheat it is important 
to. grow only pure seed of recom- 
mended varieties.

How to Seed Down 
.Meadow Crop Land 


In a northerly, region of ‘limited 
precipitation one of the  knottiest 
cropping problems is how to lay 
land down to meadow crops, says W. 
D. Albright, superintendent of the Do- 
minion Experimental Substation at 
Beaverlodge, Alberta. The practice 
of seeding with a nurse crop results 
poorly, since the large-kerneled ce- 
real produces a plant that soon 
crowds the fine grass or clover seed- 
ling, - robbing the latter of needed 
moisture and plant food, so that un- 
less the season be exceptionally fav- © 
orable it makes a spindling growth. 


After harvest in late August or in © 


September the weather is often cool, 
dry and windy, hence autumn growth 
of the meadow plantlets is much less 
than in climates with a longer inter- 
val before the dormant season. Even 


| if the tender seedlings escape .win- 


ter’s wrath—as-nurse-crop seedings 
of uninoculated legumes are. quite. 


likely to do—they still make tardy . 


progress in the following spring, com- 
peting weakly with the native: and 
other weeds that are always lying in 
wait. 

Appreciating this problem, the Do- 
minion Substation at Beaverlodge, 
Alberta, has concentrated upon it al- 
most from the beginning, seeding 
thousands of plots by comparative 
methods during the past sixteen

Meadow plots seeded alone and 
hand-weeded in the initial season have 
in the ensuing season seldom failed 
to return from two to four times as 
much hay as nurse-crop seedings, 
although it must be conceded that the 
difference in. hay tonnage seldom 
equals the weight of the nurse crop. 
On the other hand, nurse-crop seed- 
ings sométimes fail outright and are 
often. weedy.

Beekeeping on the Prairies 


In 1927 there were 2,050 colonies of 
bees in Saskatchewan and in 1933, 
8,804 colonies. The total honey pro- 
duction in Saskatchewan was 500,974 
| pounds in 1927 and 925,546 pounds in 
198. The average honey production 
| seven years 1927-83 was 92 pounds. 
These figures ._prove the growing 
| popularity of bees in Saskatchewan 
|and with a similiar developement in 
Manitoba and Alberta, Western Cana- 
| da will no doubt supply, in the future 
| an important part of Canada’s ex- 
| port honey. . Honey prices are relat- 

ively higher in Canada than in any 

other country except New Zealand; 
and, Canada oecupies a _. favourable 
| position in the British honey market 
today. Thus it would appear that 
there is little danger of over produc- 
tion of honey for some time as the 

United Kingdom and Germany are 
| large importers. However, the first 
| consideration is usually the supplying 
of the home table with this tasty food. 
| 


At the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion at Scott, Sask., from 10 to 20 
colonies of bees have been maintain- 
ed for ten years for the purpose of 
giving first hand information on gen- 
eral management problems in bee 
keeping. Experiments have included 
the comparison of package vs over- 
wintered bees, methods of swarm con- 
trol, methods of wintering, queen rais- 
ing and breeding for cdlour. produc-

' Bankers and Banking 


The bank act is reviewed every ten 
years, but in this particular case it 
is eleven years since it was last 
revised. 

This year the revisions are particu- 
larly important because of the advent 
of the Central Bank and for the 
simple reason that during every time 
of stress and storm there is a great- 
er and greater tendency to question 
the infallibilty of our bankers, and to 
search for means to improve the sys- 
tem. is 


| Naturally our proximity to the Uni- 
| ted States, and the wealth and popu 
lation of that country in comparison 
with our own, makes us particularly 
influence. 
During the past year the American 
banking system went wrong. Whe 
causes of that collapse are somewhat 
foreign to Canadian conditions: Am-

Outside of the routine changes. in 
the bank act there are certain other 
features which will receive consider- | 
ation this year, Oné is the existence 


very close relationship between bank- 
ing and industry. ‘The charge is that 
the banking organizations through | 
their directors are associated with 
many of the leading industries in the 
Dominion of Canada and that these! 
industries on that account receive far 
more care and consideration at the 
bankers’ hands than do other indust- 
ries which are equally worthy, but are 
outside such beneficient influences. 

For instance, the farmer claims 
that agrictulture is neglected while 
great industries are helped. The an- 
swer of the banks, of course, is that 
they have gone as far as they can in 
aiding agriculture until the condition 
of agriculture improves. It is hardly 
.possible that this answer will be satis- 
factory to those who feel they suffer 
from inadequate credit, and there will 
be very distinct pressure ‘imposed 
upon the government to bring about 
some sort of restriction of relation- 
ship between banking and industry, 
thus leaving the banker free to excer- 
cise his unfettered judgement in these 
matters. : 

One other matter is bound to re- 
ceive attention. People who follow! 
banking affairs will be . astonished | 
this year to find that the banks with- | 
drew from their .current 


reserves | 
almost $30,000,000 which, according 
to the statement made at the time, 
was used in order to increase or re-} 
plenish “inner reserves.” 

Now apparently few people knew | 
that banks had “inner reserves.” 
They were under the impression that 
the statements made by the banks in 
their. annual reports were accurate 
and correct. They were astonished to 
find that the proficts recorded from 
year to year were not an accurate 
statement of profits and that from 


i 


time-to time.certain sums had: been} 


laid aside in an inner reserve and that 
from this inner reserve subsequent 
losses were paid. 

This system has been defended by 
accountants and by bankers. 
say it enables the banks to meet 
losses without revealing the fact to 
the public. It would seem also that 
it enables bankers to make financial 
statements at the end of teh year 
which do not reveal the truth in re- 
gard to their earnings, a rateher in- 
defensible thing from the standpoint 

jof a quasi-public institution. 

The method admits of certain defin- 
ite abuses. It would certainly enable 
bankers to loan money to more or less 
speculative concerns and then if loss- 
es were made these losses could be 
hidden by recording the loss against 
the inner reserves. of the bank, with 
perhaps, no one but the general man- 
ager and half.a dozen others knowing 
anything about. it. : 

Semi-public institutions have 
obligation to the public as well as to 
their stock-holders, and one of the 
first obligations should be that the 


‘ statements issued record the facts of 


the business. 
On the other hand a certain diffi- 
culty is presented by the fact that 
the public is not properly informed in 
regard to matters of business. If 
bankers made very large profits in

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times of prosperity there would be an 
urgent call upon them to reduce inter- 
est rates and no one would consider 
that it was necessary for them to car- 
ry the very heavy reserves which are 
essential to meet any period of de- 
pression. 

The only answer to this is that the 
public must be educated. 

The only way in which the pubile 
can be educated is’ by letting them 
know the truth. ; 

It is often. said that it would. be 
highly advisable. for governments to 
levy heavy taxes in periods of pros- 
perity in order to provide reserves 
for periods of adversity, or at least 
to’-enable the government to avoid 
periods. 
There is soundness in the idea that 
banks during periods of prosperity 
should be permitted to build up very 
substantial reserves so that they 
might be able to.take care of losses 
during a period adversity, and that 
the publi¢ should be educated to un- 
derstand that a decline in the reserves 
of a bank or even a reduction in its 
dividend rate does not necessarily 
imply the collapse of the banking 
structure, nor anything else except 
an adjustment to the conditions of the 
hour.
